A SENSATIONAL SESSION 


Dreyfus Challenges His Bitterest 


Enemy, General Mercier 


Dramatic Scene at Adjournment Today. 


Mercier Said to be an Inhuman 


Monster. Spectators Wild 


Rennes, Aug. 12—The second public 


session of the second court martial of 
Captain Dreyfus opened at 6.30 o'clock 
this morning. There -were the same 
police precautions as were early in the 
week, hut the crowd outside was bare- 
ly 20. 


Generals Billot and Mercier, and 


President Cassimir Perier and Colonel 
Picquart were early arrivals. Mercier 
had an intensely anxious look. 
His 


laug-h sounded false. Dreyfus had the 
same quick, jerky step and was pale. 


The opening- of the proceeding's was 


sensational. 
Colonel Jouaust ^handed 


Dreyfus a document found in the> lining 
of his coat by the penitentiary officer. 
Dreyfus admitted it was a souvenir 
copy of the bordereau. He admitted it 
calmly^ \\ ithout a tremor in his voice. 


"The White Aadr" Present 


Every inch of the court was occu- 


pied in expectation of a sensational 
scene. There were more ladies present 
than on Monday. The personage known 
as "La Dame Blanche," (the "White 
Lady) who has attended every move in 
the Dreyfus affair, was again present 
today, wearing a superb set of pearls. 
Owing to the expressed objections of 
Colonel Jouaust she changed her con- 
spicuous place, right behind him for a 
more modest but still noticeable posi- 
tion in the body of the hall. There was 
a large sprinkling of uniforms among 
the audience, and a row of soldiers 
with fixed bayonets, was again ar- 
ranged at the lower end of the hall and 
rendered the honors in the customary 
manner to the judges as the latter en- 
tered or left the court. 


Dreyfus Still Soldierly 


The proceedings opened tamely and 


hopes of a sensational sitting began to 
flag as the morning wore on and mat- 
ters began to get tedious, as M. Casi- 
mier-Perier and General Mercier reit- 
erated what was already known. But 
this was only the calm before the storm 
and when the storm, broke, it carried 
everyone in the court with it Into a 
whirlpool of the wildest excitement. 
Dreyfus on entering the court today 
saluted the president with the same 
soldierly mien as on last Monday, 


A. Stirring Scene 


A stirring scene closed today's ses- 


sion. Mercier has spoken four hours in 
ruthless denunciation of Dreyfus, who 
listened unmoved until Mercier con- 
cluded saying, "If I had not been con- 
vinced of the guilt of Dreyfus and if 
his conviction had not been forfeited 
since 1894, I would admit I had been 
mistaken." 


Dreyfus jumped to his feet as though 


he had been galvanized into life by the 
words and shouted in a voice which re- 
sounded like a trumpet:""You ought to 
say so now." 


The audience burst with a wild cheer. 
When Mercier replied he would admit 


Dreyfus innocent if he was in any 
doubt, the prisoner shouted again "Why 
don't you then?" 


There was another outburst of ap- 


plause.

Perier Want* to Confront Mercier 
Ex-President Casimir Perier rose and 


dramatically demanded to be con- 
fronted with Mercier in order to deny 
some oi his 
statements. 
Colonel 


Jouaust then ordered court adjourned 
to Monday. 


Mcrcter Hl««cd and Cnrned 


As Mercier turned to leave the court 


the audience rose en masse and hissed 
and cursed him, those in the back of 
the room standing on chairs 
and 


benches in order to better hound him 
down. 


The Inhuman Wonnter 


Gendarmes placed themselves be- 


tween the gerferal and the audience, 
who showed a strong disposition to 
maltreat the former minister of war. 
Mercier hurried out of the room, his 
ears tingling with the fierce denuncia- 
tion of the audience. On emerging to 
the street, the crowd^utsidp cheered 
him with "Vive I/Armee." "Ah," cried 
a spectator of the scene In court, "If 
they heard the inhuman monster speak 
they would not cheer him now." 


General Mew,l«r'» Spy 


According to reports current in Paris, 


General Mercier knows the means by 
which the bordereau and other docu- 
ments were obtained from the German 
embassy. The agent is alleged to have 
been a Mme. B., lady's msttd to the 
Countess Marie von Munster, daughter 
of the ambassador, 'who- was really 
a spy of the French war ministry. She 
sent Count von Munster's correspond- 
ence to the general stall, where it was 
photographed and then returns^ to the 
embassy. 


Henry and Faterhazy 


The correspondent here of the As- 


sociated Press spoke to Major Forzinet- 
ti, who was Governor oi the Cherche 
Midi Prison during Breyfi'.s' incarcera- 
ti6n there, and who was cashiered on 
account of his declaration favorable to 
Dreyfus' attitude 
while in prison. 


Major Forzinetti said:—"The Times' 
statement confffms my own view.

HTJKBICANE AT FLORIDA 


Traveled Twelve Hundred miles Since 


Monday- Greater Severity Than 


Usual Expected 


Savannah, Ga., Aug. 12—A hurricane 


Is reported on the south coast of Flo- 
rida. All shipping is tied up in this 
port. The hurricane has traveled 1200 
miles since Monday, at the rate of 200 
a day. Now it is central over the gulf 
stream, the edge -touching the Florida 
coast. It has about reached the criti- 
cal point of its journey. As a rule while 
crossing the gulf stream a hurricane 
increases in intensity. The fact that 
the present storm is narrow ini diameter 
indicates greater severity than usual. 
It may continue to the westward 
through the gulf. 


The West Indian hurricane Is rapidly 


approaching Nassau, Bahama islands, 
where the barometer has fallen con- 
siderably. 
While there is still a pos- 


sibility that the storm may curve out to 
sea, the officials of the weather bureau 
now express the opinion that it will 
reach the coast of Florida, and that its 
influence there may begin.to be felt to- 
day. 
Hurricane warnings have been 


eent out over the state by telegraph and 
telephone, and every measure taken to 
put the inhabitants on their guard. 
The storm is now traveling much slower 
than during the early period of Its ex- 
istence, the total distance covered hav- 
ing been but 1200 miles. 


Weather bureau officials are surprised 


to hear that the town of Ponce was not 
warned of the approach of the storm, 
as stated in press dispatches from that 
city. 
The capital, San Juan, is the

Porto Rico, and prompt notification of 
the approaching hurricane was given 
to the weather bureau officials there.

Colonel Henry had' need 
of a go-between, a sort of messenger, 
whose duty it was to take upon him- 
self the responsibility of compromising 
negotiations. He took to himself Es- 
terhazy. It was, therefore, Esterhazy 
who acted the part of telegraphist, and 
who communicated to the foreigner the 
documents handed to him by Henry. 
The two 'pals' acted on half shares. 
When the 'leakages;' were discovered 
the two partners bethought themselves 
of finding a victim on \vhom suspicion 
might be fixed. Their choice fell on 
Dreyfus, and from that moment the 
latter was the object and aim of all 
their machinations. It was in this way 
that Colonel Henry was driven to cre- 
ate every document of the Dreyfus dos- 
sier. He inspired the famous border- 
eau, and Esterhazy, so to say, wrote 
every bit of it from his dictation." 


If the London Times can, as now sug- 


gested, bring forward the documentary 
proof of Henry's treason, another phase 
of the "affaire" will be made as clear 
as daylight.

When the press<Uspatches 
and General Davis' advices made known 
the extent of the disaster steps were im- 
mediately taken tcrsend supplies and the 
transport McPherson was ordered put 
in readiness to sail'from New Yorfcon 
Monday next. She will carry rations and 
other necessaries. Secretary of War 
Root has sent -the following appeal to 
the mayorsr-'of all cities -of s more than 
150,000 population: 


"The governor general of Porto Rico 


confirms the report that upon the 8th 
instant a hurricane swept over that 
island, entirely demolishing many of the 
towns, destroying many lives and re- 
ducing, so far as he can estimate, not 
less than 100,000 of the inhabitants to 
the condition of absolute destitution, 
without homes or food. 
Unless im- 


mediate and effective relief is given 
these unfortunate people will perish ot 
famine. 


"Under these circumstances, the presi-" 


dent deems that an appeal should be 


It Is an appeal to their pa- 


triotism also, for the inhabitants of 
Porto Rico have freely and gladly sub- 
mitted themselves to the guardianship 
of the United States, and have volun- 
tarily 
surrendered the protectioft of 


Spain, to which they were"formerly en- 
titled, confidently relying upon more 
generous and beneficent treatment at 
our hands. 
Trie highest considerations 


of honor and good faith unite with the 
promptings of humanity to require from 
the United States a generous response 
to the demand of Porto Rican distress. 


"This department has directed the im- 


mediate distribution of rations to the 
sufferers by the army in Porto Rico, so 
far as it is within the power of the ex- 
ecutive, but in the absence of any ap- 
propriation we must rely largely upon 
private contributions. 


"J beg you will call upon the public-

ELEQJRIC FERRYBOATS. 


Some Will Soon Be Put In Operation 


AorOMti tjie Deiuwairfe. 


It is stated that electrically pro- 


pelled ferryboats will soon be put in 
operation across the Delaware river 
between Philadelphia and Camden, N. 
J. The most remarkable feature in 
this connection is that such boats have 
not been used before, says The Elec- 
trical Review. The steam ferryboat is 
generally worked under 
conditions 


that make it almost impossible to 
show- high efficiency, especially when 
the course, of the boat is short. The 
fires must burn while the boat is 
standing at either end of its journey 
and while it is making half speed. It 
must be provided with engine and 
boiler capacity for Its highest speed, 
and these can only be used a part of 
the time. 


With an electrical equipment the 


charging may be done while the boat 
is in its slip at the end of each trip. 
Batteries worked near their full charge 
limit are highly efficient, and such 
boats may be expected to show a con- 
siderable saving in coal, but this is by, 
no means all that will be gained by 
displacing their steam machinery with 
accumulators and motors. All space 
on the main and upper decks required 
for working beams, smokestacks,'etc., 
will be saved, attendance will be les- 
sened, vibration diminished and the 
control gear put in the pilothouse, so 
that the steersman may also operate 
the motors. In this way the boat will 
be under perfect control without the 
possibility of a misunderstanding in 
signals between pilot and engineer.

The streets were jam- 
med with the populace. The proces- 
sion stopped in front of Mr. Nichols' 
residence and refused to go any far- 
ther until 'he foreigners were driven 
out or lulled. 


Mr. Nichols' family were all away, 


and he was the only foreigner present. 
The crowd began to batter down the 
front gate. The missionary appeared 
with a rifle in his hands, and the mob 
fled to the back gate. This was soon 
torn down, and the crowd rushed into 
the back yard. Mr. Nichols fired one 
shot, and the mob again dispersed, 
la a short time another attack was 
made both at the front and back. All 
lights in the house were put uiit. Pres- 
ently the leader appeared with a lan- 
tern. 
A well aimed shot destroyed 


the light and sent the leader, away 
yelling. By this time the officials ap- 
peared, and the crowd dispersed. Sol- 
diers were left on guard all night, and 
the Christians soon rallied their forces 
to protect the missionary.

Other Unattractive Corner* of the 


City Feel the Influence of the Re- 
form—How the Ground!* Are Eqnlp- 
ped—Wonderful Interest Shown by 
the Little Folk*. 
Toledo's new system of public play- 


grounds is attracting much attention 
from benevolently inclined folk all over 
the United States, and since the inau- 
guration of the first one, in the heart ot 
the desolately poor section, distinguish- 
ed visitors from many cities have come 
to Toledo to see it and witness its 
workings; says the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune. This playground espe' 
cially, there being more under way, 
cost between $1,000 and $2,000 to epuip. 
It was one of the dirtiest, most for- 
saken looking pieces of ground upon 
which the sun,o£ heaven ever shone. 
In fact, these two acres constituted a 
sort of public dumping ground. 


Mayor Jones did yeoman work to- 


ward this innovation, although his ef- 
forts were most heartily seconded by 
many of Toledo's most substantial citi- 
zens. M. Tsanoff, who takes great in- 
terest in this sort of work, went to To- 
ledo and took up the matter in earnest. 
It was he who aided materially m 
transforming 
what was known as 


"Wildcat 
Shoot" 
into a 
veritable 


Eden for the little ones. As soon as 
he arrived in Toledo the Playgrounds 
association was organized, and tne 
work of securing sites and raising 
funds began. 
Members of the city 


park board lent every possible aid, 
both moral and financial 


As soon. ak the money had been 


raised the stufE that had been accumu- 
lating for months was cleared away 
or destroyed. Then the tract was care- 
fully graded down, with an embank- 
ment on each side, and tiling put In, so 
the drainage is all that can be desired. 
Then followed the trimmings, so to 
speak. There wore swings to put up, 
trapeze bars, horizontal bars, seesaws, 
dollhouses for little girls, marble 
courts, swinging rings, May poles, fly- 
Ing ring swings, spring boards, basket 
ball courts, sand piles for the wee ones 
to paddle in, a miniature grand stand 
to be used by spectators or as a shelter 
in case of a sudden shower. Every- 
thing is substantially constructed, and 
there are no favorites. Instructors are 
employed, and education of a proper 
character accompanies the exercises 
that take place upon the grounds. Miss 
EdJth Haughton has been employed 
as general instructor to the children 
and will devote her entire time. Misses 
Alfa Fiske and Anna Noke and Clar- 
ence Brown are volunteer assistants. 
These people have air had some experi- 
ence in this class of work, so they do 
not enter upon their duties as novices. 


Mayor Sam Jones, referring to these 


playgrounds, says: ''The first public 
playgrounds that I ever remember, hav- 
ing seen, that were designated as such, 
were those I saw in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, in 1896. When I turned a corner, 
I saw a spot alive and merry with chil- 
dren's play, and a beautiful legend 
upon the fence, which read, 'Children 
protect your property.' Now, I say to 
the children of Toledo, 'This is your 
property, and we know that you will 
take care of it.' I want to save the 
children from the grave and the jail. 
I know of no better way than by doing 
something to manifest our love for 
them. 


'"I want to give them places where 


they may play free from the electric 
cars and from "the temptations of the 
street, where they may get together 
and learn to love each other. It is true 
that in many of our cities certain parts 
of the parks have been designated as 
playgrounds for the, children: but, ,-is a 
rule, they have not boon equipped with 
apparatus and are nothing more than 
places where children might romp and 
play ball, etc. But, with the closing 
years 
of' this century, 
we catch 


glimpses of the new civilization th.it is 
to characterize the twentieth century. 
We are looking forward and thinking 
»f a larger life that refuses to be satis- 
fied with the sordid scramble or posses- 
Bion of property and demands! oppor- 
tunity for expression of men's spiritual 
nature that lias been in danger of be- 
ing crushed out by the fierce warfare 
of competition that is now giving way 
to a more sensible order of combina- 
tion, which, in turn, is to be succeeded 
by a co-operation that will load to 
brotherhood, a brotherhood that in to 
make it its business to see that the 
possibilities of happiness be within the 
reach of every man, woman and cliilU 
>~in short, to see the kingdom of heav- 
en set up and realized on earth." 


It is not a littler amusing to note the 


wonderful Intercut the little folks take 
In the playgrounds. They flock there 
iu scores and hundreds, aud especial 
pains is taken to see that all are given 
equal opportunities for recreation. Any 
that arc crippled or sickly are especial- 
ly-looked after by the instructors in 
charge. 
Many children ranging from 


]5 to 17 years of age, as well as the 
very little ones, embrace every oppor- 
tunity for A few minutes or hours on 
these grounds. Tho public takes such 
a great interest in them tha't little diffi- 
culty is anticipated in keeping thorn 
going by public subscription. Those 
grounds arc located within Uaif a block 
of the new courthouse aud its beauti- 
ful yard, while other grounds are being 
located in picturesque portions of the 
city and in localities where the poorer 
classes especially will be privileged to 
enjoy their benolita.

THUS APPEAL FOB AID 


The elem'ents are playing with our 


national impulses. We have hardly ac- 
customed ourselves to think of Porto 
Rico as in any way connected with us 
unless by the sailing of ships and a 
little trade, and here comes the fury of 
the storm to bring home to us the fact 
that Porto Rico contains a people to 
whom we must forever be connected by 
the closest bonds of sympathy, to whom 
we must extend the cheerful helping 
hand or fail in our last assumed and 
gravest responsibility. The island is 
devastated; thousands of its people are 
homeless and hungry and facing fam- 
ine. 
They must be given relief and the 


president has directed the secretary of 
war to make an appeal to the people of 
the United States. Here is a part of 
the appeal which has been sent to 
mayors of cities of over 150,000 inhabi- 
tants: 


"Sir: The governor-general of Porto 


Rico confirms the report that upon the 
8th inst. a hurricane swept over that 
island, entirely demolishing many of 
the towns, destroying many lives, and 
reducing, so far as he can estimate, 
not less than 100,000 of the inhabitants 
to the condition of absolute destitution, 
without homes or food. Unless imme- 
diate and effective relief is given, these 
unfortunate people will perish with 
famine. Under these conditions, the 
president deems that an appeal should 
be made to the humanity of fh« Amer- 
ican people. It is an appeal to their 
patriotism, also, for'the inhabitants of 
Porto Rico have freely and gladly sub- 
mitted themselves to the guardianship 
of the United States and have volun- 
tarily surrendered the protection of 
Spain, to which they were formerly 
entitled, confidently relying upon more 
generous and beneficient treatment at 
our hands. The highest considerations 
of honor and good faith unite with the 
proir -tings of humanity to require 
from the United States a generous re- 
sponse to the demand of Porto Rican 
distress." 


The president has been daring in is- 


suing this appeal. Humanity and pa- 
triotism are linked together in it, and 
it reaches the people while it is yet dis- 
cussed whether this administration has 
not changed the nation's course far 
less for good than for ill. Besides the 
Porto Ricans are one of the peoples for 
whom the great departure has been • 
made. 


Will there be a response to this ap- 


peal, proving that there is something 
in the word "patriotism" which it con^ 
tains, or will the appeal fall lightly on. 
the American people and give room to 
the anti-administration men to say that 
we do not look upon Porto Ricane as 
brothers in distress? 
It would be a 


crushing blow to the administration, if 
it could be stici that the American peo- 
ple refused on the double appeal to pa- 
triotism and humanity to prove as gen- 
erous as they have in the past on the 
grounds of humanity alone and to a 
people who had no political claims on 
this country.

and the United States.

Edward Atkinson has broken loose

ditious pamphlets, and is sending it to 
the officers returned from the Philip- 
pines. He is making the returned offi- 
cers a jury to try him and his humbug. 


Richard Onley has pointed out how 


the Boston and Albany leare may be 
improved to the security of Boston and 
Albany stockholders. He says that a 
two-thirds vote is necessary to ratify 
the lease in a stockholder's meeting.

Roosevelt on Pntolte Dntr 


The largest audience ever gathered 


in the Auditorium at Ocean Grove, N. 
Jv greeted Governor' Roosevelt there 
last week, when Mr. Roosevelt de- 
livered a lecture under the auspices of 
the Ocean Grove Summer School of 
Theology. 
His subject was "Prac- 


tical Politics and Decent'Politics," and 
his hearers numbered more 
than 


twelve thousand persons. The speaker 
rightly declared that questions of po- 
litical life might well come'before a 
body such as that of Ocean Grove, 
since, in the long run, political 
life 


must corespond to the social and re- 
ligious life. It is idle,, he affirmed, for 
the mass of good people to set them- 
selves apart as not.responsible fpr our 
political shortcomings. In the end, the 
politicians must be exactly what .the 
people allow them to be. They must 
represent the people—perhaps the vice, 
perhaps the virtue, perhaps the indif- 
ference of the people. This? does not in 
the least excuse politicians who are 
bad, 
as Mr. Roosevelt made haste to 


say; but we must keep in mind the fact 
that every vicious, above all, every suc- 
cessful politcian, tends to debauch pub- 
lic conscience, to render bad men bold- 
er, and decent-men, who are not far- 
sighted, more cynically indifferent than 
ever. If, blaming the politician, we for- 
get that we are ourselves .to blame for 
permitting his existence, we .should not 
fall into the mistake of thinking that 
we shall ever make politics better by 
hysterics. "Wild denunciation of all 
politicians, good or bad, is the ve'ry 
thing most advantageous to the bad 
politician, because such denunciation, 
being one-half false, loses all practical 
effect, as it is impossible to. separate 
the true from .the false." "Remember 
that your highest duty to the state 
is to see that you do all that within you 
lies to elevate the standard of public 
life, to demand honesty and efficiency 
in your public men, and to frown on the 
system of lying slander which would 
teach you that there i» no good and 
no bad, no black and RO white, that 
everything is gray, and every, mail • 


tlme-aerver who will do •••ouch ill as 
he dares." Another form of hysterics 
against which the 
hearers were 


cautioned, la that of sudden upiislil- 
ness, ot 
"sudden 
Insurrections of 


virtue." 


Do not get Into the habit of permit- 


ting things to drift from bad to worse, 
with the belief that you can always 
apply a revolutionary remedy. You 
might just as well expect to conduct 
a private business safely on such prin- 
ciples as to get a satisfactory govern- 
ment by their application in public 
life. Revolutions are sometimes nec- 
essary, but government by revolution is 
not a success. 
. Governor Roosevelt, however, did not 
stop here; he reminded his audience 
that this was not due to practical pol- 
itics. It Is not enough to do what is 
honest ourselves, and to insist on hon- 
esty in others. 


You have also got to possess'courage, 


and, finally, you have got to possess 
common sense. Courage, because, if 
there is one individual who is not en- 
titled to exist ip s, "orrmunity like 
cum it is the tim'.d S.'HX". man. You all 
of you remember how Wesley, when 
remonstrated with because his hymn" 
tunes were considered too joyous, too 
full of fire for religious music, an- 
swered that he did not intend to allow 
the devil to monopolize the good tunes. 
Just so we should be careful not to 
let the devil's agents monopolize, the 
courage and the common sense, while 
the workers for righteousness confine 
themselves strictly to high prmciplea 
and good intentions. 
. If the good 


people are afraid to assert themselves, 
if they shrink from the hurly-burly of 
politics, if they won't go to caucuses 
and the polls, and if they confine them- 
selves to lamenting: the amount of evil 
there is scattered through the world, 
they are not going to make much pro- 
gress, and the politcian who has neither 
fear nor scruple will always beat those 
who have scruples but w ho also have 
fears. To beat him as he should be 
beaten, you have got to marshal the 
men who are ^scrupulous in their 
morals, who believe in decency and 
right, and who, so far from having any 
fear, are ready, if need be, to smite 
with the sword of the I<ord and of 
Gideon. 


AnarcbUt Doctrtn* 


Anarchy was at one time closely 


affiliated with socialism, and if nlot a 
branch of it, at any rate a friendly 
rival. At a socialist conference held at 
The Hague in the early seventies the 
anarchist®, whose leader -was a Rus- 
sian named Bakunin, declared that the 
socialist methods were too mild and 
too slow. 
They advocated much more 


thorough-going reforms. , They pro- 
posed to seize by violence all forma of 
property and to abolish the state and 
all fixed institutions! together. 
This, 


of course, meant a secession, from their 
connection with the socialists, 
who 


wanted merely an orderly conversion 
of mankind to their views, and wished 
to give the state a stronger position 
tnan it had ever had before. So, with 
their watchword, 
"propaganda by 


deed," meaning by bodily assault if 
necessary, the anarchists! set up for 
themselves. It is only fair to mention, 
howf'V *, that not all anarchists en- 
dors* t ie "propaganda by deed." 


Ii. ne first place1,- says the anarchist, 


government^ by majorities 
Is based 


on the assumption that might is right, 
and the proof of the fallacy of the 
system is that over and over again the 
majority errs. So there must be no 
laws, which are always made by ma- 
jorities, but the members of a. commun- 
ity will act upon common, accord. It 
will be quite easy, says the anarchists, 
for people to come to amicable agree- 
ment on things in whose furtherance 
all are interested. It is only matters 
of general concern that will come up 
for discussion and man's passion for 
solidarity will make him adhere vol- 
untarily to anything mutually agreed 
upon. Under this heading would come 
the public services, such as the postal 
delivery, which every one would wish 
to see promptly performed. Patriotism 
only teaches men to hate each other 
unreasonably, runs the anarchist creed, 
which also decries religion as being un- 
scientific, and marriage as being bind- 
ing upon people who would really do 
better, in their own sober judgment, 
to separate. 
The instituioni of mar- 


riage, says the anarchists, is also vit- 
iated by, the scandal of divorce. Edu- 
cation they believe to be unpractical, 
as it pays so much attention, to the 
ornamental side of life. 
Languages 


which are no longer spoken can be of 
no use, and history, which only relates 
the deeds of tyrants and describes bat- 
tlles, holds up no good examples. But 
the anarchical ideas, which, if carried 
out would prove the most sweeping of 
"reforms," refer to what political (econ- 
omists call Property. And this is how 
the anarchsts would dspense of Prop- 
erty,: 


All the land m d everything that can 


be taken from it, in minerals, timber, 
fruit, vegetables, corn, and so on, must 
belong to everbody. 
All wealth ex- 


isting, in the shape of manufactured 
articles, or raw materials,, or natural 
products, will also become public pos- 
session. There is now over-production, 
so that evidently there is enough for 
everybody, and for this reason the sup- 
ply cannot be exhausted if every one 
takes fully as much as he requires. No 
one will have an object in taking more 
than he really needs, as the earth never 
fails to yield more than enough for the 
consumption of the whole world. Under 
this plan of every one helping himself 
freely to what every one contribute* in 
the measure of his capacity, there can 
be no place for employers, employed, 
and wages. The anarchists calculate 
that their industrial scheme would 
probably reduce _ the working day to 
five houra. It is'lmportrant to note that 


to begin with, real estate, bouses, cap- 
Ital, merchandise, and all forms of 
private property, would simply be 
taken 
away, without ccmp nsation, 


from the individuals owning them. Col- 
lier'a Weekly.

Kite Horses Run Not Side by Side, but In 


Opposite Directions. 


It is a racing day in Moscow. The 


course is swept free from snow and fol- 
lows the wooded shores with red paint- 
ed railings on each side. On one side 
is a stand, with seating room for sev- 
eral thousand people, and a special box, 
with tent hangings, for the governor 
general, surmounted by the imperial 
eagle in gold. In front of this box, low- 
er down, you see the prizes, consisting 
of gold and silver cups, vases acrt orna- 
mental pieces, all in Bnssian style and 
taste. 


A bell lings, the course is cleared by 


mounted gendarmes and the competitors 
in due order take their places in front 
of the stand, but not side by side, as 
they always start from opposite sides of 
the oontse, with beads also tamed in 
opposite directions. 
The usual race 


course hum and noise of the betting 
men are heard and increase in volume 
as the bell lings the second time. They 
are off! And the fascination of rapid 
motion, open air and,, strenuous exertion 


^ throws its spell over the assembly, high 
and low, for trotting is certainly the 
most fashionable and beloved sport in 
Kussia. You cannot recognize people 
just yet—the great fur collars are raised 
and reach over the fur caps, leaving 
only red tipped noses, beneath which 
appear never missing cigarettes. The 
ladies' heads are almost entirely cov- 
ered by woolen wraps, so here again 
yon can only guess who is who. To a 
stranger not investing his money in 
backing his opinion as to winners, the 
game might seem monotonous enough, j 
as the horses do not finish side by side, 
but in the way they started. Yet the 
Russians think differently, and, besides, 
are there not plenty of vodka and caviare 
to be bad between the- races? 


Single horses are pitted against each 


other, drawing light little sleighs, in 
•which the 'driver is seated very low 
down and far away from the horse, ow- 
ing to the long shafts intended to give 
the horse perfect freedom of action. A 
whip is not used, but on the reins are 
metal buckles over the quarters, which 
are employed instead, and almost all 
horses run without blinkers. 


Sometimes a horse is attached to the 


sleigh on one side of the trotter, who is 
between the shafts. He is the pacemak- 
er and gallops the whole course, 
whereas, it need not be ssfd, the trotter 
must not break. 
Then follow pair 


horses, harnessed, and lastly troikas 


* with 
three horses, sometimes four 


abreast. Troikas are very barbarously 
gaudy and clumsy things to look at, but 
exceedingly comfortable all the same.— 
Badminton Magazine.

FROM ATKINSON 


Intembd For Perusal by Survivors of Regi- 


ments Returning From Manila. 


Washington, 
Aug. 12.—Secretary 


Hitchcock and other government offi- 
cials in this city have received copies 
of a circular signed by Edward Atkinson 
which, the author says, has oeen sent or 
will be tlfent to the commissioned and 
non-commissioned officers of each, re- 
turning regiment of troops from the 
Philippines, together with copies of 
pamphlets containing articles on the 
Philippine ^situation from an anti-im- 
perialist point of view. 
The circular is dated Boston, Aug. », 


is headed "The Anti-Imperialist" and 
is addressed to the suvivors of the vol- 
unteer regiments returning from Ma- 
nila. 
Mr. Atkinson says .that, having 


been Informed that telegraphic mes- 
sages from the mothers and sisters of 
volunteers from Nebraska, urging them 
not to re-enlist had been refused de- 
livery, he tWught he would test the 
question. 
He then recounts, his ef- 


forts to send through the malls to prom- 
inent officials in the PhUppines the 
pamphlets seized by the postmaster at 
San Francisco some time ago, for which 
the author of the circular says he was 
"threatened with' prosecution for trea- 
son and sedition, because of this effort 
on my part to convey information to 
you, citizens and voters, which would 
inform you as to the work being done in 
this country to stop what we believe 
to be criminal «-£gression in the Phil- 
ippine islands." 


Mr. Atkinson adds that the three ar- 


ticles referred to, viz: 
"The Cost of a 


National Crime," "The Hell of War and 
Its Penalties" and "Criminal Aggres- 
sion; By Whom Committed?" are in- 
cluded in one of the two pamphlets sent 
to the officers of the, regiments, and he 
asks their views upon them and upon 
the whole course of tfes warfare in the 
Philippine islands, promising, if liberty 
is given to print the letters, to make a 
careful selection therefrom, "whether 
adverse to the position I have taken or 
sustaining it."

Made Yesterday's Cruise of Crack Yach's 


Rather a Disappointment. 


New Bedford, Mass., Aug. 12,—Tester- 


day gave every promise of being a fine 
one for the racing of the New Tork Yacht 
club fleet, although there were a few 
rain squalls in the riiorning, left over 
from the night before. Still the wind 
was strong from the east, and the yachts 
shortly af te'r they went over the line off 
West Chop broke out their spinnakers. 
The run from Vineyard Haven to this 
port proved the most unsatisfactory of 
the cruise. All day the yachts wcestled 
with typical .dog-day conditions, winds 
from all quarters' and at all velocities, 
interspersed with calms, rain, sunshine 
and fog. Columbia beat Defender by 
many miles because 
of the shifting 


breezes and calms. In fact so far ahead 
was the new boat at the finish that the 
Defender gave it up entirely and did not 
round one of the marks, the Vineyard 
sound 1'ightship. 


At one time during the day it looked 


as if Defender had the mascot and might 
win, 
for she got a fi'ne shift of wind'and 


left Columbia becalmed two miles astern. 
But this seemingly fortunate shift 
proved Defender's undoing, the breeze 
leaving her entirely when off Tarpaulin 
cove, five miles from the start, and she 
lay there two hours, while her rival 
farther out in the sound picked up a nice 
southwest breeze and made the gain 
that effectually put Defender out of the 
race. Columbia was out beyond Cutty- 
hunk before Defender was moved, over 
0 miles astern. 
But Columbia had a hard time getting 


out to the lightship five miles further off 
und did not round until 2:12. Then she 
floundered about in another calm for 
half an hour until at last she caught a 
northeast breeze out of Buzzard's Bay 
that took her to the finish line. Columbia 
crossed the finish line about 5 o'clock, 
with Defender off Cuttyhunk light, at 
the entrance to Buzzard's Bay. 


The other yachts of the fleet sailed a. 


much shorter course than the two flyers, 
running in through Quick's Hole half 
way'down to Cuttyhunk and finishing 
at the flagshtp, anchored in the middle 
of Buzzard's Bay, five or six miles out- 
side of New Bedford. Navahoe was the 
first of the big ones over the line, Vigi- 
lant being three minutes after. fl?he two 
'93 old-timers had a fine race up the 
sound, at one time Navahoe outsailing 
her rival. The soft spots in the wind 
and the frequent shifts struck them, and 
Vigilant slipped through Quick's Hole 
first. Colonia was the first at this point 
in the schooner class, while Gloriana led 
the little sloops. The wind left the boats 
entirely in Buzzard's Bay. 


A Scarborough Beach Mystery.

He was evidently well-to-, 
do, and had not the appearance ot a 
laborer. He was a man apparently of.

All the officers at the military club 


came on the club balcory when a bundle 
of Dreyfusite journals was being burned 
in the streets, and they approved the 
performance by unmistakable gestures. 
One now sees the wisdom of the order 
forbidding officers not attached to the 
garrison to stay here during the trial. 


I hpar that, in unclean imaginings, the 


secret military dossier exceeds the worst 
top-shelf literature. To secure secrecy, 
the scribes who work for Henry and his 
friends did not hesitate to forge letters 
from high diplomatic personages. Nearly 
a score of love" letters from a lady high 
in the diplomatic sphere were supposed 
to have been seized in the dispatch box 
of an embassy during transmission to 
Berlin. The person vho she is repre- 
sented as having as a coi respondent was 
an attache of an embassy there and 
much younger than the lady, who is 
made to appear impassioned. Of course, 
she mentions the Dreyfus affair an<l asks 
the attache to help to whitewash the un- 
fortunate captain. 11. Jaures expects 
that there win be a great exposure of a 
conspiracy against the republic, and 
that the high handed measures of the 
present government against certain gen- 
erals will be more than justified by the 
coming revelations. 


Examination of the dplomatic dos- 


sier was concluded yesterday morning. 
Dreyfus, Deleaving the lyceum, looked 
brighter that he had ever previously ap- 
peared. 
Today's proceeding's will be 


memorable in the history of the affair. 


Maitre Demange has lost no oppor- 


tunity to conciliate the seven judges. 
He has let himself be interviewed in 
order to say nice things about them. 
That astute advocate'understands hu- 
man nature. He remembers that the 
seven are ignorant of law, always ready 
to sacrifice equity to authority, quick to 
scout at the rules of evidence and are 
members of a caste who think they have 
been attacked by Jews, cosmopolitans 
and foreigners. Some of them boast of 
not having read the report of the inquiry 
before the court of cassation, because 
they thought it published at the cost of 
a syndicate and intended to cast odium 
on the army.

are deeply and strongly prejudiced 
against the prisoner and will try to con- 
demn him on his looks, if all legal evi- 
dence breaks down.

The venom 
and vitriol of The Intransigeant are 
grateful to them, because employed 
against their enemies, real or supposed. 
They devour The Gaulois, Echo De Paris 
and Eclair because these papers respond 
*to their own sentiments. Maitre De- 
mange, therefore, has but a single 
fulcrum—the pleasure every human be- 
ing takes in hearing himself praised. 


I have just learned that the secret 


flossier contains shocking reports of the 
Hiies of a German prince, who has filled 
high situations under the empire dur- 
ing the last 20 years, and one of them in 
Paris,' a city he often visits. There is 
only one prince answering to this de- 
scription, Chancellor von Hohenlohe. 


The police spies who informed the in- 


telligence department at the war office 
of the prince's secret doings did not at- 
tempt to establish a connection between 
tliem and the Dreyfus case. 


But one must suppose that the sole ob- 


ject has been to prevent the dossier ever, 
being published. It would be necessary 
to go to Suetonius for parallels of the 
horrors with which this famous, or in- 
famous, collection of documents reeks. 


As matters -.stand, I think Maitre De- 


mange now feels that the two dossiers 
furnish him with a case too strong for 
even the officers to resist. Anyway, he 
looks really hopeful.

Further Expansion hi Pill Demand Forjlaplet. 


Railroads Show Big Earnings. 


New Tork, Aug. 12.—Bradstreet'ssays: 


Crop reports and probabilities have con- 
stituted an important contribution to 
general trade, and business advices this 
week. 
Among the favorable features 


have been the reports regarding the corn 
crop, government estimates pointing to 
a yield of probably 2,200,000,000 bushels, 
a heavy increase over last year, and al- 
most in touch with the record of 1896. 
Spring wheat indications apparently 
bear out earlier trade advices, showing 
a decrease in conditions during July. 
The reduction of 25,000,000 bushels in the 
probable outcome estimated, however, 
still allows of a total wheat crop of 535,- 
000,000 bushels. 


Cotton crop deterioration is indicated 


by the government's report, and prices 
are M, cent higher on the week. 
Re- 


flection of the good business in Amer- 
ican cotton manufacturing come from 
Fall River in the report of payment of 
increased quarterly dividends by a ma- 
jority of the mills. 


The iron and steel situation is partic- 


ularly interesting at present. 
Though 


not specially active at eastern markets, 
western advices are of heavy demand, 
scarce supplies of material, higher 
prices and increasing"1 volume of busi- 
ness boked for next year. 


Hides, leather, boots and shoes are 


sympathetically strong. 


Wool is firm on steady manufacturing 


demand, 
particularly 
for 
the finer 


grades of domestic, and advices from the 
manufacturing industry are generally 
favorable. 


Lumber is firm, as is also sugar, for 


which an unprecedented demand is 
looked for during the current canning 
season. 
The outlook in the 
canned 


goods trade generally is reported a very 
good one. 


Reports from leading markets tell of 


a further expansion in the fall dejnand 
for staples, notably drygoods, boots and 
shoes, hats and caps and clothing. East- 
ern drygoods markets are opening up 
well, and textile manufacturers are'-very 
generally busy. 


Striking testimony to the volume of 


business doing in the country at large is 
furnished by the July report of gross 
earnings df leading railroads. 
The to- 


tal earnings of 105 systems for July ag- 
gregate $48,995,515, a. gain of 17 percent 
over those of July a year ago. 


The prices situation is in the main en> 


oouraging to producers. 
A reactionary 


tendency in cereals, some f ew meat pro- 
ducts, groceries and miscellaneous ar- 
ticles was noted in July, but a large 
number of provisions advanced, as did 
many raw and manufactured materials 
and products of industry generally.

A Bedding (Cal.) dispatch to the St. 


Louis Republic states that the sulphur 
smoke and., arsenical fumes thrown off 
into the atmosphere of Shasta county 
by the smelting and roasting opera- 
tions of the Mountain 'Copper company 
have been responsible ,for more than 
one strange phenomenon in plant and 
insect life, but the latest expression is 
perhaps the greatest novelty "W all.

leaves of the common oak tree near 
Redding are swarming with embryonic 
life. 
Masses of eggs so small as to 


give the appearance of an unhealthy 
splotch adhere to the underside of the 
leaf, and as they advance toward ma- 
turity -they drop to the ground and 
dance about like electrical automatons. 
By 'holding aa oak twig containing a 
number of eggs to one's ear a crack- 
lug sound may be heard, like the spit- 
ting of electric sparks.

BPICED FRUirS.SMALlTAND I/ARG! 


During1 the past few years spiced fruit! 


have advanced in popular favor. As a 
relish they hold a sort of half-way posi- 
tion between jellies and pickles, possess- 
ing more zest than the former, and les« 
sharpness than the'latter. Perhaps the 
ease with which they can be prepared is 
one recommendation to the housewife. 
They require, while cooking, none of the 
tedious skimming and clearing demand- 
ed by jellies/ none of the elow processes 
of soaking and salting and sweetening 
that must be bestowed upon pickles. 


Moreover, almost any kind ol fruit 


may be spiced. The wild raspberries 01 
blackberries that grow in the highways 
and hedges are as admirable for this 
purpose as the garden cultvated goose- 
berries or currants. The peaches and 
pears that are too small or not sufficient- 
ly well shaped to pickle or preserve, may 
be spiced, as may apples and cantelopes. 
Gra,pes of any 
variety 
may also 


be 
put 
up 
in 
the 
same man- 


ner, 
and 
although 
the 
labor 
oj 


preparing these is greater^ than that 
involved in spicing other berries, the re 
suit is so delicious that the maker is re- 
paid for her pains. Spiced tomatoes ar« 
also excellent, and no less -appetizing 
than these is chutney, a compound w« 
have borrowed from the English and 
modified to suit American conditions. 


The expense of spicing fruit is com- 


parativel^ small. Beyond the outlay for 
sugar and f ruit, the cost is trifling— a few 
spices and a modicum of vinegar. In the 
time needed for cooking they are alsc 
more economical than fruit conserved 
in any other way, and reference has al- 
ready been made to the little labor re- 
quired in their manufacture. Of this, 
the most serious part is the preparation 
of the fruit, and there is substantial com- 
fort in the fact that this can be done in 
a cool corner, and the time which must 
be spent over the heated stove is of short 
duration. 


SPICED BLACKBERRIES. 


Six pounds of blackberries, four pounds 


of sugar, granulated, one pint of vinegar. 
Two tablespoonfuls each of ground 
cloves and cinnamon. Pick over the ber- 
ries carefully, taking care that there ar( 
no caps or bits of stem left among them 
Put fruit, sugar, spices and vinegar over 
the fire in a preserving kettle together 
bring to a boil slowly, and after it reaches 
this point cook for half an hour. The 
spiced fruit may be put up in jelly- 
glasses or in pint jars. Currants, goose- 
berries, raspberries, may all be put up j 
bv this recipe.

Stem, pulp and seed grapes. Any kinc

PRESERVED PEARS. " 


For preserved pears select the Bartlett 


or some other equally large and juicy 
variety. Use o_nly large and perfect 
fruit. ."'Paef'andjhalve them, dropping 
tbiem as soorf as finished into water, into 
whlcSh theTJulce of onedemon has been 
squeeied.-(to'keep them white). Pack 
them In jarsAnd to each quart jar allow 
one-half, ofi a pound of sugar. When all 
the fruit is In the jars, put the sugar in 
a sauce-pan with just enough boiling 
water to dissolve it, and cook until like 
syrup. Divide this syrup between the 
Jars, and if not enough to fill them (it 
seldom Is), fill each to overflowing with 
hot water. Stand the jars in a large ket- 
tle or" boiler, first placing some thin 
boards In the bottom to modify the direct 
heat. Fill the kettle with luke-warm 
water to within two Inches of the tops 
of the Jars, and set over the fire to boil. 
After the water has boiled 10 minutes, 
remove the cover from one of the jars 
and test a piece of the fruit; if it can 
be easily pierced (with a steel fork), it 
is sufficiently cooked; if not, boil a few 
minutes longer, then test again. When 
sufficiently cooked, set the kettle back 
where it cannot boil. Open each jar and 
fill it to overflowing with boiling water; 
fasten each top as tightly as possible, 
then, wrapping the hand In a dry towel, 
11ft out the jars, give each a final twls 
and invert them,,letting them stand in 
that position until cold. Tighten again 
before putting away. 


CANNED GRAPES. 


Select large'grdpes, not too ripe. Take 


carefully from the stalks so as not 'to 
break them. 
Rub each one carefully 


with a bit of cloth. Sterilize the bot- 
tles and tops by putting In cold water, 
raising it to the boiling point and boil- 
ing 10 minutes; let them remain in the 
water unjjl needed, and do not wipe. 
Fill the jars with the grapes and pour 
over them a. syrup made in the propor- 
tions of one cupful of sugar to two cup- 
fuls of water. Place them in a kettle of 
cold water, with a board in the bot- 
tom for them to rest on and the spaces 
between them filled'with hay or cloths to 
keep them steady. Pour in warm water 
almost up to the necks of the jars, cover 
and heat slowly^to the boiling point. 
Boil five minute's; uncover, fill the jars 
with a little syrup which has been kept 
hot and seal. 


tout it is best to gather them while thej 
are still a trifle under ripe. When thej 
become very soft and juicy they are less 
easily handled. After they have beer 
freed from stems, skin and seed, weigh 
thpm 
Tn fivp pounds of the fruit allow 


four pounds of sugar, one pint of vine- 
gar, two tablespoonfuls of cinnamon and 
the same of cloves.

Cook for three-quarters of an hour after 
the mixture has reached the boiling point 


It is well to watch'spiced fruits—large 


fruits especially—with ^a good deal ol 
care for a fey. weeks after they are put 
up. If they show any signs of fermenta- 
tion they should at once be put into th« 
preserving kettle and boiled over. 


Pears, apples and melons may all b( 


put up by the preceding recipe. 


SPICED TOMATOES. 


Peel and slice firm tomatoes, a littl« 


under ripe. For seven pounds of these 
weigh four pounds of sugar. 
Put to- 


gether in a preserving kettle one pint 01 
vinegar, one ounce each of whole all- 
spice, cloves and cinnamon, and half a 
nutmeg, giated. Bring them to a boi. 
and then cook for ten minutes,turn in the 
tomatoes, and let them come to the boil- 
ing point, stirring constantly. Cook very 
slowly until the mixture is thick.^ Pul 
up in sealed jars. 


CHUTNEY. 


Six good-sized tart apples, four larg« 


tomatoes, on •• email onion, a clove of gar- 
lic, half a pin t of vinegar.f our even table 
spoonfuls of orown sugar, one teaspoon- 
ful of ground ginger and a pinch of cay- 
enne pepper. 


Peel, core and slice the apples into 


small pieces; peel and chop the tomatoes. 
Mix with them the onion and garlic, grat- 
ed, the spices, sugar and vinegar. Pul 
together in a preserving kettle and cool 
ten minutes after it has reached the boil 
Let it cool before bottling and seal the 
corks, or, if it is kept in jars, let them be 
air tight. This makes an excellent relist 
for fish as well as for hot or cold meat.

To every gallon add four tablespoonfuls 
of salt, one pint of vinegar, 'our table- 
spoonfuls of ground pepper, one-half of 
a teaspoonful of cloves, three table- 
spoonfuls of ground mustard, one-half 
of a teaspoonful of cayenne. Boil slow- 
ly for four hours, bottle and seal.

RICHARD OINEY OPPOSES LEASE 


His Answer to 8. and A. Stockholders 


S.'iows Its Weak Points 


Richard Olney, replying to questions 


put to him by the "Protective Commit- 
tee" of the .Boston and Albany stock- 
holders, says: 


"According to the law of New York 


as now existing, the so-called contract 
of lease- between the Boston and Al- 
bany and the New Yoik Central and 
Hudson River Railroad companies is 
wholly inopei alive unless and until ap- 
proved byxt\\o-thirds in inteiest of the 
stockholders of each corporation rep- 
resented and voting at duly notified 
meetings of the two corpora lions. Fur- 
ther, the directois' vote upon the lease 
by their own terms make the operation 
of the contract dependent upon, 
the 


.same approval by stockholders as is 
prescribed by the New York statutes. 
Hence, that an approval of the lease 
by a majority in interest of the stock- 
holders of the two corporations may 
have the effect of -\ Utilizing the lease 
there must be not only new New York 
legislation, but new and appropriate 
action by the directors of the respec- 
tive companies."

clares that without 
regard 
to 
the 


amount of the lessor's annual rental 
the position of the lessor under the 
lease is a peculiarly disadvantageous 
one and that there a.re ominittcd from 
the lease various provisions ordinarily 
and properly deemed essential to the 
due protection of the interests of the 
lessor. He speaks of the uncertainties 
of the future as applying even to a cor- 
poration like the New York Central, 
and adds: 


"It cannot be doubted, therefore, 


thai, if the lease puts the lersor as a 
possible creditor in an unusually disad- 
vantageous relation to tho lessor's as- 
E'Hs, and if the lease fails to provide 
thoso safeguard? frr the lessor's inter- 
ests which are generally considered es- 
sential in the like cases, the lease ought 
not and cannot be expected to com- 
mend itself to the Boston and Albany 
stockholders 
Yet that such is 
the 


character of the lease KC3m» to 
be 


clear." 


Mr. Olney not^s that though the les-'- 


sse agrees t:o pay S per cent on the 
stock and also the interest on the Bos- 
ton and Albany debt existing at the 
inception of the lease or increased with 
the lessee's consent, there is nothing to 
protort the stockholders in the case of 
expenditures forced upon them, for in- 
stance, by the commonwealth. Such 
protection, in hi<= opinion, should be 
provided by the lease. He also notes 
that if the lessor's leased or operated 
roads have any indebtedness the inter- 
est thereon, should be expressly as- 
sumed by the lesse. 


Mr. Olney considers the provisions of 


the lease- as applying- to the carp aid 
maintenance of the property as inade- 
quate, and quotes, from other recent 
lrpor s specimens of more pvecise and 
"^"factory lapguage. He also inter- 
prets the lease to authorize the lessee 
to get -rid of connecting leased roads, 
pointing in support of this view to the 
provisions that if the lease should be 
terminated the obligation of the lessee 
is onl5r to ''return the demised road and 
property with a1! improvements and 
auditions thereon to the lessors as a 
railroad between Boston and the Hud- 
son river, with its branches.

Pittsfield Sentiment Against Special 


Election and Favors Acting Mayor 


There is much discussion in Pittsfield 


as to whether it is advisable to hold a 
special election to choose a successor to 
the late Mayor Whiting. City Solicitor 
Crosby has given his interpretation of 
the provisions of the charter to be that 
the aldermen are the ones to decide 
the question. 
Accordingly an. inform- 


al meeting of the council was arranged 
for Thursday afternoon, directly after 
the funeral, but some of the board had 
business engagements and could not at- 
tend. Those who were present, how- 
ever, repressed themselves as being in 
favor of a continuance of the existing 
administration whereby President L. A. 
Stevens of the board of aldermen Is 
acting mayor. 


The general sejitiment of the city is 


to agree in this opinion. This is the 
ease, not only among republicans but 
democrats as well. A democratic al- 
derman thought this was a case where 
the exact provisions of the charter 
could be circumvented. He thought it 
would be a foolish expenditure of the 
public money to call for a special elec- 
tion when December is less than four 
months away. 


Tf the aldermen and other city offi- 


cials and citizens express a wish to 
have him. continue as acting mayor 
Mr. Stevens fays he is willing to con- 
tinue as president of the* beard of al- 
derman, and consequently ns acting 
mayor. "For the present tho aldermen 
have decided to let the matter rest 
and presumably nothing will be done 
about a, special election. 


FITCHBURG ENGINEER'S NERVE 


Saved Many Lives by Throwing Bag- 


gage Car Before Runaway Freight 


Passengers on the Chicago express 


that leaves this city on the Fitchburg 
at 8.04 o'clock in the evening-had a nar- 
row escape from a terrible accident at 
Mechanicville Thursday night. 
Their 


escape -was due to the quick wit and 
cool daring of Kngineer William R. 
Warner. The train is clue at Mechanic- 
ville soon after fl.30, and cresses the 
Delaware and Hudson tracks there.

allowed the freight train to crash into 
the bnggago car of his train. 
For- 


tunately tho bnggaffon-mn and express- 
man wore in the rcnr of the oar nnd 
escaped injury. Tho haggnge car was 
wrecked as wns the caboose of the 
freight train. 


Had Warner moved his train up th? 


caboose would have cra.shod into a 
sleeping car that uoUjlnined 24 people.
